H. L. Davis Sentenced for Mes- 
sages'-He Sent to Mrs. V. W. 
Davis of Mexico.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 23.—The 
Rev, Howard L, Davis, formerly pre- 
siding elder of the Mexico (Mo.) dis- 
trict of the Southern Methodist Church, 
has been sentenced to three years in 
the Federal penitentiary at Atlanta on 
hig plea of guilty to the charge of 
seriding improper communications and 
sciurrilous matters through the United 
States mails to Mrs. Virginia W. Davis 
of Mexico, Mo. 

Davis was expelled from the ministry 
and from membership in the church in 
August at a church trial at Titusville, 
Fla., at which he is said to have made 
g. complete confession. He was at that

In Missouri 30 Years. 

Davis, who is 54 years old and of dis- 
tinguished appearance, was accompa- 
nied to court by his wife and two 
grown sons. In pleading guilty he 
made an impassioned address. Judge 
Hydon McCall, in sentencing him, spoke 
for five minutes and exeoriated him se- 
verely. 

“If you were an ignorant man,” Judge 
McCall said, “I would say that you 
might have merely blundered, but for a 
man who is supposed to be a teacher 
of morality to stoop to attempt to de- 
fame a woman's character there is no 
excuse. I sentence you to a term of 
three vears.”’ 

The offense of Dav‘- consisted not in 
sending obscene matter through the 
mail, but in sending scurrilous messages 
on postal cards. If the communications 
had been sealed there would have been 
no violation of the law. 


Judge Excoriates Him, 

Before going to Florida, Davis was a 
minister in the Missouri Conference for 
nearly 30 years. He preached at St. 
Charles, Hannibal, St. Joseph and other 
cities, and was an active worker for 
statewide prohibition. In 1913 he 
preached and lectured. the Metho- 
dist Assembly at Arcadia, Mo. He is 
well-known in St. Louis. 

Mrs. Virginia Davis is the widow of 
a physician and is reputed to be 
wealthy. Her home was formerly at 
Mokane, Mo., where Davis became ac- 
quainted with her after he was ap- 
pointed presiding elder of the Mexico 
district. Later she moved to Mexico 
and occupied a house adjoining that 
in which the minister and his family 
lived. 

Trouble arose between them before 
he left Mexico, and Davis is said to 
have written her some letters while 
still there. In admitting his guilt, he 
said that he became infuriated when 
Mrs. Davis wrote to him that she in- 
tended to use these letters against him, 
and he then wrote the communications 
which resulted in his three years’ sen-

$500,000 NEW CASH FOR GIFTS 


Big Demand On _ =-:.Streasury 
Clean Coins for Christmas. 


More than $500,000 in new money has 
been withdrawn from the St. Louis Sub- 
treasury within the past 10 days for dis- 
tribution as Christmas presents, accord- 
ing to Subtreasurer Vandiver. Of this 
sum, about $400,000 was in new paper 
money; $100,000 in gold coin, and upwards 
cf $20,000 in nickels, dimes and quarters 
Vandiver said that the demand for new 
money for Christmas presents was as 
large this year as in former years.

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LACLEDE GAS CO. 
DROPS FIGHT FOR 
OU-GENT MINIMUM 


Petition Filed With State Com- 
mission Withdrawn; Opposi- 
tion Given. as Reason. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 23.—The La- 
clede Gas Co. of St. Louis today aban- 
doned its plan to put into effect a 50- 
cent monthly minimum charge to all pa- 
trons, such as now is charged by the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. 

The company withdrew its application 
to charge the minimum rate, which it 
had filed about two weeks ago with 
the Public Service Commission. The 
reason assigned was that opposition to 
it had developed in St. Louis. 


Isaac H. Lionberger, counsel for the 
Laclede company, today said no further 
effort would be made by the company 
to present the minimum gas rate. Ne 
said the step had been taken for the 
protection of consumers, who do not 
use a fair quantity of gas. 

It costs the company, he said, 73 
cents a month to supply gas to a con- 
sumer, this being the cumulative cost 
of reading meters, repairing them, send- 
ing out bills and making collections. 
There are 10,000 consumers, he said, who 
do not pay the company 73 cents a 
month, and, consequently, the company 
must make up this loss in the general 
rate charged per thousand cubic feet. 

The minimum rate charge, a company 
official said, was part of the company’s 
plan to further reduce gas rates in St. 
Louls. By making the minimum charge 
the company sought to equalize the serv- 
ice cost. 

Mayor Kiel, two days after the La- 
clede Gas Co. filed its proposed sched- 
ule, sent a formal protest against it to 
the Public Service Commission. The 
Mayor asked that permission be de- 
nied to the gas concern to put the min- 
imum charge into effect and that a 
public hearing be held before Jan |! 
so that oral arguments cotild be pre- 
sented by the city’s law department. 

Gave Four Reasons. 

The Mayor gave four reasons why he 
believed the minimum schedule unjust. 
He believed a minimum charge of 60 
cents a month was excessive for the rent 
of a gas meter He stated the company’s 
present charges include a reasonable 
meter rent. If it was found, he said, 
that the charges are not reasonably re- 
munerative to the gas company, includ- 
ing meter charges, the method proposed 
of charging a minimum rate of 3 cents 
a month was unjust and unreasonable. 

The Mayor also contended the mini- 
mum charge schedule would work a 
hardship on the users of gas least able 
io bear the burden, and that it was not 
an equitable apportionment of gas serv- 
ice charges.

Hardships of War.

LONDON, Dec. 2.—The Petrograd 
correspondent of the Chronicle wires: 

“T have just come from Warsaw and 
from the territory which the Germans 
are now occupying across the country, 
which will see the next battles. My 
route was from Skierniewicz by way of 
Rawa, Howemiasto and Grojec, where 
the retiring Germans in October broke 
up the roads. Russian engineers, how- 
ever, have done wonders in making 
them passable again. 

“I cannot emphasize too strongly my 
admiration of the magnificent foresight, 
energy and military genius which is di- 
recting the military operations. I have 
seen retreats before, but never a re- 
treat so deliberate and unhurried as 
this. To understand the conditions one 
must realize that the retreat now tak- 
ing place is a retreat in the southern 
and central portion of the line, where 
the Russians are not pressed by the 
Germans. 

Eleven Attacks on Trenches. 

‘In tne north from Sochaczew to the 
Vistula, where the fighting is the hot- 
test and the German attacks heaviest, 
, the retreat has not commenced, and 
at the time of writing, so far from 
yielding or falling back, the Russian 
commander of that line has caused the 
wermans to fall back. On Sunday the 
German attack culminated in a desper- 
ate attempt to carry the_ trenches. 
Eleven separate times they tried to rush 
the positions and each time they were 
driven back with fearful losses. Hu- 
man lives are the only things in which 
the Germans do not economize. High 
officers of the Russian army declare 
that orders have been given that the 
men when charging shall leave their 
tunics behind them in the trenches, so 
that, though the man may bé lost, his 
uniform shall remain to clothe anoth- 
cr soldier.

Retreat Calm and Systematic. 
“The movement of the left and cen- 
ter of the Russian line toward new po- 
sitions were accomplished as calmly 
and systematically as if the army were 
maneuvering in times of peace. Tho 
distinguished General in charge took 
exhaustive measures to make his re- 
treat as effective as an advance. He 
leaves to the Germans nothing but the 
e:rth they walk upon.

Head of Interurban System Noti- 
fies Mayor Kiel Franchise 
Amendment Will Be Asked. 


William B. McKinley, principal owner 
of the McKinley interurban system, 
snd a Congressman from Illinois, called 
on Mayor Kiel this morning and noti- 
fied him that the company would make 
application to the city for an amend- 
ment of its franchise 80 that it could 
charge more than 5 cents for passenger 
fare between St. Louis and Granite 
City. He said the company was losing 
two cents on each passenger carried at 
the 6-cent rate provided by the fran- 
chise. 

McKinley said his plan was to get the 
franchise amended so that a 10-cent fare 
could be charged or commutation books 
sold at 7% cents for each single-fare 
ticket. He proposed to retain the 5-cent 
fare for two hours morning and evening 
for the accommodation of the working 
people, he said. 

Facts for State Commission. 

McKinley said he would lay the facts 
before the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, as well as before the municipal 
authorities... FE. B. Bell, superintendent 
of the McKinley Nnes in Missouri, ac- 
companied him to the Mayor's office. 

In anaddress before the members of 
che Business Men's League after his 
visit to the Mayor’s office, McKinley 
said that his interurban lines lost $150,- 
000 last year on the business between St. 
Louis and Granite City. In addition to 
asking for higher passenger traffic 
rates, the company will also ask for 
permission to charge a higher rate on 
freight traffic. Officials of the McKin. 
ley system have been discussing the rate 
question with the traffic officials of the 
Business Men's League for some time. 

McKinley told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er at the Jefferson Hotel earlier in the 
day that he had definitely abandoned 
the project of building an interurban 
railroad between St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. 

The McKinley System recently pur- 
chased the street railway system at Jef- 
ferson City, with the bridge across the 
river at that point, with the intention 
of coupling it up with the interurban 
lines between St. Louis and Kansas 
City. 

Says Law Stops Enterprise. 

‘“T made investigation with the inten- 
tion of building an electric railroad 
across this State,’’ McKinley said, ‘‘but 
1 found that the laws of Missouri are 
such that it will be impossible to carry 
out the project. You have a law in this 
State which prohibits an outside corpo- 
ration from owning more than 10.per 
cent of the stock of a domestic corpora- 
tion. That law probably was aimed at 
the Standard Oil Co., but it will hit all 
companies that undertake hig enter- 
prises. 

‘‘Missouri will not, in my judgment, 
get au interurban road across the State 
unless it is built and owned 0; the State. 
Under your laws you have got to resort 
to public ownership to get any more 
transportation facilities. To build long 
interurban lines much capital is needed, 
and capital cannot be obtained except 
by companies or individuals that have 
credit.’’ 

Congressman McKinley said his lines 
had shown a shrinkage of 35 per cent 
in their business. 

“I do not attribute the present busi- 
ness conditions to the administration 
now in power,’’ he said, “but to the 
hysteria that has been going on for 
the past seven years. The business de- 
pression is the result of the wave of 
fanaticism that has enveloped the coun- 
try.”’

DUT AS UNSAFE 


Commissioner to Have Them 
Removed From 50 Buildings 
Including Stores. 


Notices were sent today by Building 


Conmnissioner McKelvey to owners of 50 
buildings, «including five large depart- 


ment stores, that the revolving 
storm doors at their entrances were in 
conflict with the State statutes, and 
would Imave to be replaced by ordinary 
doors, opening outward. The stores thus 
potified were Scruggs-Vandervoort-Bar- 
ney, the Famous-Barr Co., B. Nugent &: 
Bro., Schaper Bros. and Penny & Gen- 
tles. The Grand-Leader has no revolv- 
ing doors. 

McKelvey sald it would not be possible 
for shoppers to get out as quickly 
through revolving doors, in case of an 
emergency, as through a plain door. He 
said he saw 63 persons crowding about 
such a door in the city hall and that it 
took 10 minutes for all to get out. He 
will order the removal of the city hall 
revolving doors. 

The ordinance requiring doors opening 
outward does not specify retail estab- 
lishments, but inchudes ‘all places of 
public resort,” and McKelvey believes 
this includes the stores.

Steamer Had Been Sending Code 
Messages — Col. Goethals 
Arrives in New York. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Lieut. Cren- 
shaw, naval radio officer, at the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone, cabled the Navy De- 
partment today that the wireless of the 
British steamer Protesilaus, in Balboa 
Harbor, was dismantied by canal zone 
police Dec. 10, after it was found she 


had been sending code messages. 

The cruiser Tacoma is at Cristobal 
to enforce neutrality and the Navy De- 
partment still has under consideration 
the possibility of dispatching another 
vessel to the canal zone, 

A British statement made recently 
to the Navy Department said Gov. 
Goethals had said in a written com- 
munication that he had been misin- 
formed when he charged that a British 
collier was using its radio outfit con- 
trary to neutrality. 

Officials bere now assume that the 
Governor had reference to another 
British ship which also figured in the 
official dispatches as having violated 
the canal rules by leaving Balboa with- 
out clearance papers, and that vessel 
has been confounded with the Protesi- 
laus. The unnamed collier had no 
wireless apparatus. 

The Protesilaus is a British merchant 
steamer of 6118 tons, which, under char- 
ter of the British Government, sailed 
from Victoria, B. C., in November for 
Balboa, Panama Canal Zone. It was 
assumed she carried coal and supplies 
for British naval vessels.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—The request 
made by Col. George W. Goethals, Gov- 
ernor of the Canal Zone, for the dis- 
patch of American warships to the canal 
tc preserve the neutrality of the United 
Ktates was suggested by naval officers 
in charge of wireless plants and naval 
affairs in the zone; it was forwarded 
te Washington as a matter of form by 
Col. Goethals and the incident is ended 
so far as he is concerned. Thig the 
Colonel announced on his arrival here 
today from Cristobal on the stearship 
Panama. 

Col. Goethals said naval officers had 
reported to him that there had been two

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The question 
of national prohibition virtually was 
‘@igposed of so far as the present session 
of Congress is concerned when the 
House of Rrepresentatives last night 
defeated the Hobson resolution. The 
vote was 197 for and 189 against it. A 
two-thirds majority, 289 votes, was need- 
ed to pass the resolution. 

A resolution similar to Hobson's, 
which provided for submitting a con- 
stitufional amendment for national pro- 
hibition to the states, is pending in the 
Senate, where it was introduced by Sen- 
ator Sheppard of Texas, but because 
of the action of the House, administra- 
tion leaders expressed the belief that 
it would not reach a vote. 

Representative Henry of Texas, chair- 
man of the House Rules Committee, 
who vigorously opposed the Hobson res- 
olution, predicted that the question of 
prohibition would not again be brought 
up on the floor of Congress as a na- 
tlonal issue for 2 years. Prohibition 
leaders, including Representative Hob- 
gon, declare, however, that prohibition 
will be made a national issue in the 1916 
campaign. 

Both Sides Satisfied. 

Both sides today express themselves 
as being satisfied with the vote. Op- 
ponents of prohibition hailed the result 
as a distinct victory, while the support- 
era of the resolution said they were 
gratified that they should have won a 
majority, although not the needed one, 
in their first contest on the floor of 
Congress, 

Party lines had no place in the strug- 
gle. Of the 197 representatives who 
voted for the resolution, 114 were Dem- 
ocrats, 67 Republicans, 12 Progressives 
and 4 independent Republicans. Those 
voting against the resolution included 
141 Democrats, 46 Republicans, 1 inde- 
pendent Republican and 1 Progressive. 

The Missouri delegation voted as fol- 
lows: 

Aye—Llioyd, Rucker, Alexander, Bor- 
land, Diokinson, Hamlin, Shackleford, 
Hensley, Russell, Decker and Rubey. 

Nay—Booher, Bartholdt, Igoe and Gill. 

Speaker Clark did not vote. 

Final Vote Near Midnight. 

The final vote came shortly before 
midnight last night at the close of many 
hours of remarkable debate, in which 
the. question of states' rights figured 
prominently and after several amend- 
ments had heen voted upon and defeat- 
ed, Not for some time had such a_spir- 
ited struggle been witnessed in Con- 
gress. 

Democratic Leader Underwood and 
Republican Leader Mann, who led the 
anti-prohibition forces, were seen fight- 
ing shoulder to shoulder in opposition 
to the resolution. The galleries had 
been crowded throughout the long con- 
test with spectators, whose frequent ap- 
plause of the speakers made it difficult 
tor Speaker Clark to maintain order. 

Mobsom Makes Spirited Plea. 

The House met at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning’ and for two hours debated a 
special rule providing for a vote on the 
Hobson resolution itself. The rule was 
adopted without a roll call and the 
House then plunged into a discussion 
of the resolution. The climax of the 
spirited and somewhat acrimonious ex- 
change came when Representative Hob- 
son, referring to his defeat by Repre- 
sentative Underwood for the Senate, 
charged that he was opposed by the 
liquor Trust, Wall street, the Steel 
Trust, the Governor of Alabama an4 
President Wilson. 

“Bat I would rather do the part of a 
man than to be Senator or even Presi- 
dent of the United States,’ Hobson 
cried. “T want to say this, that if this 
resolution is not adopted by this Con- 
gress, the Sixty-fourth will be com- 
pelled to adopt it. The day will come 
when we shall have that referendum 
submitted to the states. 

“Tf this amendment is not submitted 
by 1916 temperance and prohibition wil] 
be made the paramount issue in the na- 
tion, so that in the spring of I917 a 
special session of Congress can be called 
_ to consider it.” 

Rucker Auswers Underwood. 

One of the striking speeches on the 
side of the prohibitionists was made by 
Representative Rucker of Missouri, re- 
riying to Representative Underwood's 
statement that proehibition would cost 
Missouri alone $4,50,000 annually.

“ought to have a chance to get back at 
the brewers and distillers of St. Louis 
and Missouri,” for shipping lNquor into 
those states. Representatives Russell 
and Dickinson of Missouri announced in 
short speeches that they would vote for 
the resolution because their constitu- 
ents wanted them to. 

Striking Pleas in Debate.

Another presented by Representative 
Mann proposed absolute prohibition of 
the “manufacture, transportation, im- 
portation and sale of intoxicating 
liquors’’ for any purpose. It was beat- 
en by a vote of 208 to 77.

Detention Home Condemned as 
Fire Trap by Commissioner 
McKelvey. 


After a conference with Comptroller 
Player and Judge Hennings of the Ju- 
venile Court this afternoon, Mayor Kiel 
announced that it has been decided that 
the city will rent a store at 1224 Clark 
adjoining the House of Deten-.

a new structure, to be erected in the 
rear of the new jail at Fourteenth 
street and Clark avenue, is completed. 
Mayor Kiel said a watchman would. be 
in charge of the quarters for the boys 
and girls at all hours. 


Plans for New Building Ready. 
President Kinsey of, the Public Serv- 


ice Boara stated that plans have been 
completed for the new detention home 
and they will be submitted to the Ma- 
yor in a few days. 

The House of Detention was con- 
demned as a firetrap in a letter tv 
Mayor Kiel written yesterday by Build- 
ing Commissioner McKelvey. He also 
sent letters to Prosecuting Attorney 
Sidener. and Judge Hennings. Mayor 
Kiel at first planned to close the House 
of Detention and send the wards to 
the Industrial School at Osage and 
Virginia avenues, but this plan was 
abandoned when it Was remembered the 
Industrial School is under quarantine 
because of diphtheria patients’ there. 

Judge Hennings said that it is un- 
doubtedly true that the place is a fire- 
trap, but he does not think it is any 
more so than the Industrial School. At 
the school, he says, there are now 300 
children in a 75-year-old building that 
is in a dangerous condition. 

Watchman Guards Against Fire. 

The Judge pointed out that at the 
school there are the same iron-barred 
windows that the Commissioner refers 
to at the Detention House. Also, the 
corridors are narrow and winding and 
conditions bad generally. There is but 
one line of hose in the place, accord- 
ing to the Judge, and that is in the 


| dormitory. 


At the Detention House, the ‘Judge 
says he has had installed a bell con- 
nected with a fire house, which is 
sounded every night at 9 o’clock. If 
it does not sound the Fire Department 
is under orders ‘to make an immediate 
investigation. He says there is a 
watchman constantly on duty at the 
house, and that he believes it is safer 
than the school. He worked to secure 
the appropriation of $75,000 recently 
passed for a new Deter.‘ion House and 
believes work upon this should be 
rushed. 

Jesse *. Smicn, probation 
was the official, who informed _ the 
Mayor and Judge Henrizgs that it 
would be impossible to use the Indus- 
trial School for the detention of juve- 
nile offenders at present because of the 
quarantine. After the Judge and Prose- 
cutor had communicated with the 
Mayor regarding the situation, it was 
found that a question exists as to the 
city department responsible for the con- 
dition of the Detention House. 

Smith expressed the opinion that it is 
in charge of E. N. Tolkacz, Directo 
of Public Welfare. Tolkacz, when 
asked regarding the matter, said that 
he presumes that under the new char- 
ter he has some supervisory control of 
the building, but that under the old 
charter he had believed it was in 
charge of the Juvenile Court.

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INTO EVIDENCE 
IN BUTLER CASE 


Dismissal of Delegate on Charge 
of Shooting Woman May 
Not Be Final. 


Circuit Attorney Harvey is studying 
the evidence available in the case of 
Thomas J. Butler, member of the 
House of Delegates, who was freed by 
Judge Clark, in the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction yesterday, of the charge 
of shooting Mrs. Anna Crane, early on 
the morning of Aug. 2% last. This evi- 
dence includes, but may not be limit- 
ed to, the transcript of the testimony 
given before Judge Clark. Harvey's 
purpose is to determine whether he shall 
renew the prosecution by issuing an 
information against Butler. 

Butler was before Judge Clark for 
preliminary hearing. The dismissal of @ 
case on preliminary hearing is not al- 
ways final, and the Circuit Attorney's 
office has obtained several convictions 
in cases which were taken up after 
they had been Gropped on preliminary 
hearing. 

In the few hours following the shoot- 
ing of Mrs. Crane, evidence devoleped 
which was held by the police at that 
time as showing that the shooting had 
resulted from a quarrel between her and 
Butler. Mrs. Crane said at the city 
bospital that Butler shot her, and But- 
ier, who was arrested only after po- 
licemen had entered his locked home, 
2912A Franklin avenue, through a tran- 
some, admitted that Mrs. Crane was 
shot with his revolver, after she had 
thrown a stone at him, and said he had 
thrown the weapon away. He told 
where he had thrown it, but the police 
did not find it. 

Testified Shooting Was Accident. 

Since Mfrs. Crane recovered from the 
wound in her chest, she has seemed 
reluctant to prosecute Butler, and an 
attachment had to be issued to obtain 
her attendance as a witness yesterday. 
She testified that the revolver fell from 
Butler’s pocket as she was pulling at 
his coat, and that, as he and she 
reached for it, the weapon was dis- 
charged, wounding her. Butler also 
testified that the shooting was acci- 
dental. 

Mrs. Crane was a policeman’s widow, 
to whom Butler, before his marriage, 
had been attentive. She lived at 2945 
Gamble street. She said, after the 
shooting, that Butler had been angry 
with her because she had failed to 
keep an engagement with him on his 
return from the State Democratic con- 
vention in Jefferson City. 

When she was supposed to be in a crit- 
ical. condition, in the city hospital, and 
later at the Baptist Hospital, Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Fitzgerald was sent to 
her, and got a statement to the effect 
that Butler shot her after a quarrel over 
her failure to keep the appointment with 
him. Fitzgerald reminded Mrs. Crane, 
when she was testifying before Judge 
Clark, that she had made a different 
statement to him, but she declined to 
change her testimony. 

Statement Is of No Value. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey explained to- 
day that the statement obtained by Fitz- 
gerald could not be used as evidence in 
the case if Butler were to be brought to 
trial. Such statements, he said, are of 
value as evidence only in case the 
wounded person dies. If the wounded 
person recovers, and is able to testify in 
person, the personal testimony must be 
accepted and the “‘death-bed statement” 
disregarded. 

In view of Mrs. Crane’s unwillingness 
to appear against Butler, it might be 
difficult for the State to make an effec- 
tive prosecution, since she would be a 
State’s witness, and the State cannot 1m- 
peach or assail the testimony of its own 
witness.

The Frank Case. 
@o the Hiditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Dr. William Preston Hill says the proceedings 
in the Leo Frank case are in effect a reproach 
to justice. What he means precisely by this I do 
mot know. The case took its regular course in 
the courts and upen a careful] review of the Su- 
preme Court the verdict was affirmed, two of the 
Judges dissenting merely as to one feature, and 
this was as to the admissibility of certain evi- 
dence. If Dr. Hill, wishes to read the case he will 
find {t in 80 8S. BE. Reporter 1016. 

As to the mob spirit alleged to have been pre- 
vailing, the opinion specifically treats of this and 
unless what was said was written with a mali- 
cious design on the part of a judicial officer to 
teke away the life of a human being, it amounted 
to ho interference with an orderly trial, 

The case hinged greatly on the truth or falsity 
of the testimony of a negro employe at the fac- 
tory, and that testimony was scrutinized by white 
men on the jury who have lived among negroes 
all of their lives. These jurors were chosen from 
the body of citizens in a county having one of the 
most pfogressive cities of the South, and had 
such a mob spirit prevailed before the trial the 
defendant had his recourse to apply for a change 
of venue. This he seems not to have done. 

The judgment of the Supreme Court was ren- 
@ered last February. Mr. Frank has had every 
opportunity since then to test it, and finally has 
failed to be able to set it aside. 

I think Dr. Hill achieves little credit for him- 
gelf in his wholesale denunciation of the courts 
of Georgia and the State itself. He takes some 
responsibility on himself in charging that a jury 
has willfully violated their oaths in a murder 
case and that a responsible court has aided and 
abetted them in their act. I suggest that the 
doctor read the opinion of the Court and follow 
it by reaffirming his denunciation or apologizing 
in as public a way as he has made his charge for 
what he has said. ; 

Whether the negro lied or not in his testimony 
I do not pretend to say. A conscientioug court 
| has ruled it was properly before the jury for them 
to consider.

We do not believe that Democratic principles 
have changed. If the Democratic party has 
changed the fact must be attributed to conditions 
prevailing at the South, where for many years 
the first principle of the Democratic party has 
been violated in the shocking political injustice 
which has been inflicted upon men because of 
their color. 

When we had a true Democratic party such a 
thing as national prohibition would have re 
ceived no more attention at its hands than a 
proposition to repeal the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. There were three excellent reasons: 

Democrats did not believe in making men 
righteous by law. In that principle he had the 
highest recognition of human responsibility. 

Democrats believed in. personal liberty. A\l- 
ways falsely accused of being the party of rum 
and always charged by well-meaning fanatics 
with indecent or corrupt alliance with the liquor 
interests, they nevertheless held tenaciously to 
the idea that a free people could not be regu- 
lated in its habits, manners and customs by a 
class assuming a superiority largely spurious. 

Democrats finally had a deep-seated conviction 
that, in all matters personal, domestic and so- 
cial, regulation should be local. Home Rule is 
more powerful in its restraints than Caesarism 
is in its persecutions and punishments. No 
Democrat would have sacrificed the liberties of 
his country to save a drunkard or a thousand 
drunkards. Yet to save men in the bondage of 
habit, Democrats have made personal sacrifices 
auite as great as any of which their traducers 
have been able to boast. 

This réference to the liberties of democratic 
America is not idly made. If we can imagine 
the great republic fettered by such a law as 
that now proposed, we should be able to give our 
fancy a fuller rein. Those who hope to effect 
prohibition by constitutional law will not stop 
there. They are bound to be resisted. They are 
bound to persist. There are mighty states and 
cities in which the right to drink a glass of beer 
will be as fiercely upheld as any of the conten- 
tions that have actuated four generations of 
Americans. Then what? 

We have two constitutional amendments al- 
ready that local self-government has reduced to 
blank paper- We shall then have another; or if 
zeal shall outrun discretion, we shall have an 
imperialistic movement for the subversion of the 
police power of the states. There can be no 
national prohibition in a state that is hostile 
to it if that Commonwealth retains control of 
its own police establishments. With a national 
prefecture of police in full flower at Washington 
the United States of America will not differ 
much from the holy empire that embraces all 
the Russias. 

The vital principle of the American republic 
is to be found in the states. They provide home 
rule in great variety. Men who do not like one 
state may easily become citizens of another. Ex- 
periments of all kinds may be adopted, tried and 
abandoned. In such cases there is always an 
escape for those who for any reason feel that 
they are oppressed. It is not so with the nation. 

There ought to be a true Democratic party in 
the United States. It ought to stand for home 
rule and human rights. It ought to be jealous 
of power at Washington. It ought to fight pro- 
scription and tyranny. While admitting the 
weakness of men, it ought to resist the idea that 
other men just as weak in some other respects 
are divinely ordained to be their keepers. While 
respecting law, it ought not to misuse law. 
Loyally supporting the nation in its true sphere, 
it ought not to imperil it with tyrannical ex- 
cesses; and pretending to value the states, it 
cught not to impose upon them a destroying 
despotism. o 

Is there to be no such Democracy hereafter? 
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BEGIN THE NEW HOUSE OF DETENTION. 

Building Commissioner McKelvey says the pres- 
ent House of Detention is a firetrap and recom- 
mends that the 36 juvenile offenders there be 
transferred to the Industrial School. 

But the Industrial School is also a firetrap. 
It is said that the new House of Detention, for 
which $75,000 has been appropriated, cannot be 
begun until spring. Is this because of freezing 
weather? Many other buildings will be erected 
before spring, the builders taking advantage of 
every mild spell. 

- Why not begin the new House of Detention at 
once? It would provide necessary employment 
and insure an earlier opening of the institution. 
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BROKEN EGGS AND OTHER THINGS. 

Now that the end of the year brings on the 
estimating season, the statistical season, we are 
duly edified by the testimony, given before the 
United States Attorney-General, that $200,000,000 
worth of eggs are wasted annually. 

One out of every ten eggs is broken on the 
way to market, three of the remaining nine are 
addled before they reach the consumer and 40 
per cent are good only for strong palates or tan- 
ning leather. ‘ 

And think of the beans that are annually 
spilled, the annually spilt milk, the cats that are 
let out of the bag, the busted resolutions, the best- 
laid schemes of mice and men that gang aglee an- 
nually—no, let’s think of something cheerful 
instead! 
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GERMAN EXPERT ON OUR NAVY. 

Grand Admiral von Tirpitz of the German Navy 
did not know at the time he expressed the follow- 
ing judgment on the American navy that his words 
would come to public attention in this country 
just when this arm of the service was being 
charged by Congressmen and others with in- 
adequacy and manifold imperfections: 

Ship for ship, man for man, I consider that 
the American outclasses the Japanese navy. 
In fact I doubt if it is surpass by that of 
any nation. Your navy has kept well in view 
the object and purpose for which it was 
built.

It expresses, however, the belief of many 
well informed men and its truth has not been 
seriously affected by the violent criticism of Mr. 
Gardner and others, 

But if the American navy is not all that Grand 
Admiral von Tirpitz says of it, why isn’t it? 
The money we have spent on it during the last 
10 years should have given us a first-class navy. 
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END THE FEE SYSTEM. 

Five of the seven Supreme Justices decide 
that the fees of Probate Courts belong to the 
people. 

The provisions of the statute under which the 
decision was rendered are explicit and manda- 
tory. The intent of the Legislature in passing 
it is manifest in every line of the text. And 
still for nine years divers incumbents of fat 
Probate judgships have attempted to defeat the 
desire of the people, who gave them their jobs, 
and to prevent the operation of the act on flimsy 
technicalities. Their hunger for those fees was 
so ferocious as to persist after one adverse judg- 
ment by the Supreme Court and a second man- 
date from the tribunal became necessary. 

Had the Justices perpetrated a judicial out- 
rage by holding that the purpose of a clear and 
simple statute can be defeated by a distorted, 
almost frivolous construction doing little credit 
to the legal sense of the fee-hunters, $1,000,000 
would have been lost to the people within a com- 
paratively short period. 

In St. Louis alone Probate Judge Charles W. 
Holtcamp had, pending the decision, turned over 
under protest a total of $116,000 in fees. The 
hope that some legal chance might return the 
money as a salary grab seemed so obvious that 
he ran thousands of votes behind the ticket in 
the last election. The total involved in his court 
up to the end of the new term for which he has 
been chosen is computed at $200,000—which ought 
te be an eye-opener to the public on the fee sys- 
tem in general. 

The Legislature should complete the work of 
abolishing the fee system everywhere. It is 
easy to see why beneficiaries of the system pro- 
test, lobby frantically and bring all possible ma- 
chine influence to bear against bills cutting off 
the opportunities for grab. But why should 
legislators, chosen to represent the people and 
not the fee-grabbers, listen to them? 

The earnings of all offices should go to the 
public treasury. All offictals should be paid fired 
salaries. In fact, in the case of some officials of 
special duty and large authority payment by fees 
invites graft and scandal. 
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CHRISTENING A ROBBER. 

How to treat your robber is a problem com- 
manding general and increasing attention. Each 
day’s news discloses new methods tried, with 
varying effect. Among the newest, that which a 
customer of Harry Weishman tried Monday even- 
ing merits special notice. ae" 

Harry is the proprietor of a justly popular 
neighborhood house on South Third street, which 
caters to the spirituous refreshment of the inner 
man. At about 9 o’clock a select company were 
engaged in the proper observance of fourth drink 
time, or perhaps fifth, and all was comparatively 
quiet along the Mississippi at that point when 
“a lone bandit” effected a melodramatic entrance, 
graphically described by a good reporter thus 
(the reporter must have been there to have done 
it so vividly from the inside point of view—in 
fact, it is.the test of a good. reporter to know 
instinctively where the news is going to “break” 
and to be there waiting for it): ‘The men in the 
saloon saw a blue-steel revolver in the robber’s 
hand as the door opened.” 

He backed them all into a rear room, took all 
their money, totaling more than $20 (and most 
of this probably came from the good reporter), 
and was about to depart when a person whom the 
reporter modestly describes as ‘a customer” sud- 
denly broke a bottle of champagne over the felon’s 
brow. (Who else but a forehanded reporter, alert 
to news values, would have christened a piratical 
craft in such lavish and telling style?) “It broke 
on the highwayman’s head and he dropped to his 
knees.” | 

But, alas! He got up again, began shooting, and 
backed out of the place, covering a safe retreat 
and escape. Evidently wine is too light. A hefty 
bettle of beer will possibly be tried next time. 

Much depends on the attitude of organized so- 
ciety towards the criminal just now, and the 
choice of weapons is equally important. 
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PAROLE SYSTEM WORKING WELL. 
Paroles were granted 312 Missouri convicts 
during the last two years, of whom only 12 vio- 
lated the conditions of their release and were re- 
turned to prison. The showing for the past four 
years is even better. Of about 500 convicts re- 


complete their terms. 

The report seems to evidence care on the part 
o* the Board of Pardons and Paroles in the dis- 
charge of their duties. A ,arole system will not 
run itself. To release prisoners and trust their 
future to chance is to invite failure. There must 
be reasonable assurance that they will be placed 
in wholesome surroundings and provided with 
employment, and they must be made the objects 
of watchfulness after their return to society. On 
a whole the new penology, which looks upon 
offenders as human beings of like attributes with 
the rest of us, only a little more unfortunate, 
which holds that reformation is a better vindica- 
tion of the majesty of the law than penal suffer- 
ings, finds encouragement in the figures. Of every 
28 prisoners released in four years only one has 
proved tinworthy of the confidence reposed in 
him. 

The other 27 are pursuing with greater or less 
success newly awakened ambitions towender use- 
ful service to society and make the best of their 
opportunities for self-improvement.

Lemon Pie With Meringue—One 
cupful sugar, 2 tablespoonfuls flour, 
yolk of 8 eggs, 1 cupful water, juice and 
grated rind of 1 lemon, a lump of butter 
size of an egg. Put all together in an 
oatmeal cooker and cook over hot water 
until thick; take from fire and. cool a 
little; line a deep pie plate with crust; 
pour in the lemon mixture and bake in 
a moderate oven until crust is done; 
remove from the oven and have ready 
the whites of 3 eggs, beaten up stiff, 
with three level teaspoonfuls of pow- 
dered sugar; spread this meringue 
smoothly over the pie: return to the 
oven and bake a light brown.

Salmon Loaf and Sauce—One can 
salmon (minced), 83 eggs (yolks beaten 
separately), 1 cup bread crumbs, % cup 
milk, 4% cup butter, pepper and salt to 
taste; whites beaten stiff. Bake % hour. 

Sauce—One can peas (juice drained 
off), 2-8 pint milk into juice, thicken 
with flour; put peas in sauce and cook 
until done and pour over loaf. 


Creamed Shrimps With Peas— 
Three-fourths of a cup of cream, 2 ta- 
blespoons butter, 2 small cans shrimps, 
1 can French peas, 1 tablespoon flour, 
2 egg yolks. Heat cream until hot, add 
butter and flour creamed together, stir 
until smooth, then add shrimps, beaten 
yolks and peas. Heat thoroughly and 
serve on toast.
